UY A SOLID majority the people of British Co 
^ lumMa have demonsirated their confidence In the 
present Sociai Credit itovemment’s administration oC 
provincial affain by keeping them In office for more 
than 12 yeara. 

In the main, then, it must be assumed that moat 
of the electorate are satisfied with Premier Bennett'i 
direction of the business of this province. Certainly 
it cannot be denied that he has proved himself an 
able pcditicitn and a worthy leader. 

It must further be acknowledged that be has 
sriected a cabinet of many strengths. But It must 
also be admitted that common courtesy is not one 
of them. 

A case in point in me which involves tha Hon. 
E. C. K. Martin, mbUstcr of health services and 
hospital insurance. More than two months ago a 
committee of the Victoria Chamber of Cwnmerce 
concerned i*aeif u1th an aff^r of vital public interest 
and wrote to the minister advisir^ him of Its interest 
and offering him a well-considered sugj^tlon on 
the matter. 

Similar letters were also sent to a number of other 
Interested associations and organizations, each of 
whom replied within a matter of days. 

However, to this day Mr. Martin has neither | 
replied to the suggesQon nor had the basic good man- ' 
ners to even acknowledge receiving the letter. 

If such discourtesy is meted out to a recognized 
and responsible public body such as the Chamber of 
Commerce, how much more uncivil treatment can be 
esepected to be meted out to the individual citizen? 

The Chamber committee members did not 
deserve, nor did they appreciate, such calculated 
rudenea on the part of this minister. If such be¬ 
havior does not bother Mr, Martin, as apparently it 
d^ not then peihapa it ought to worry Mr. Bennett. 

Certainly he should he made aware of the fact 
that such cavalier action on the part of even one of 
his colleagues does nothing to strengthen public 
regard for Ms government. If this situation is allowed 
to continue undiecked or unrecognized It could well 
visit some very underisable repercuselons upon the 
Bennett image. 

Soon Too Late 

^HE NEED for re-drawing &1tiah Columbia's 
I provincial electoral boundaries is made not a jot 
less pressing, nor less obvious, by Attorney-General 
Robert Boiuier's attempts at Aversion in the legis¬ 
lature. 

The attorney-general has criticized Liberal leader 
Ray Perrault for using "a series of phoney statistics’* 
regarding representation in some of the aouthem 
United States in support of his ctmtentlcui that thia 
province's system is one of the most undemocratic 
on the continent. This, Mr, Bonner says, detracts 
from **an olherwiaa useful ■uggestlan.'* 

How? It a false comparison has been drawn, 
does thia alter the simple fact that British Columbia 
has not had a redistributlnn that could be described 
as anything hke romprehensiw since before the 
Second World War? 'That Saaidch, with as many 
pec^ as Victoria, has one member ^ the Legislative 
Assembly and Victoria three? That in several rural 
ridings one member represents a population of around 
7,000, while in some urban or near-urban districts 
the ratio is in excess of one to 50,000? 

Mr. Bonner also calls attenti(m to the desirability 
t)i Bntlsh CdumbU having proportional r ep resen ta- 
tion in the Senate, whkii has nothing to do with the 
matter of fair repi\*8entation in the Assembly for 
the pec^le of BXI.—except, indeed, that his case for 
Senate changes can be seen as morally weakened by 
the provinclat government’s apparent disregard for 
the prlnc^ile of reasonably balanced voting power. 

The attorney-general cannot right an unjust 
rituatlMi by pointing in other directiona. The prov¬ 
ince needt a re-aliocatlcm of reiMreaentatkm baaed 
primarily on today'i population patteni, and carried 
out by a noivparti^ commission to avcM the gerry¬ 
mandering of what should be a happily bygone era. 
To put it off much longer as a useful suggation and 
worthy of study—as has been the case for several 
yean now—likely wiU mean that It will come too late 
for the next election. 

Right or Wrong 

S INCE they sit on opposite sides in Parliament the 
two MPs of the Greater Victoria environment 
don't aviany coincide when they exprees their political 
views. The party complex that Invites their allegiance 
impels them otherwise. 

It is not surprising therefore that in relation to 
local matters effected by Ottawa action they draw 
different conclusions. One such instance is in connec¬ 
tion with the naval shipbuilding program In pro^jiect 
nmething of vital concern to local yards and to the 
economy of this area. 

Mr. George Chatterton, the opposition member, 
nys that the West Coast has a very slim chance of 
getting a fair share of the contracts to be awarfkxl. 
doubtless on the ha.sis of his awareness of the polili^ 
nuances that detei-minc many things at Ottawa, and 
presumably also because of the views expressed twi 
the subject by the defence minister, Mr. Hellyer, when 
announcing the program some weeks ago. 

It was then the latter declared that sharing 
government shipbuikUng on a geographical basis was 
an Inefficient way of building ships. This of course 
took DO heed of the returns higher-cost building 
make to the federal treasury through taxes, the 
strategic relation of local :^rds to the Ekiuimalt 
naval command, or the oblifpitlon on all gov ero menti 
to spread their spending across the natlm wherever 
poaslble, since alt Canada provides the national 
revenue. 

Mr. David Groos, the government member, does 
not agree alth Mr. Chatterton. He affinns, as he has 
deme before in the positive statement that “we’re 
going to get some of this work.** that events will 
{srove hU opposite number untrue in his behef. 

Since he is a member of the defence committee 
and as a Liberal HP as wrii being in a position to 
bring some taifhimce to bear in the interests of the 
people he represents, the concluskm seems valid 
enough that in H)ite of Mr. Hellyer'i reservatioru 
some of the new naval v essels will be built on the 
West Coast, Including the Victoria area.

World Population 

Double by 2000 

By LOUB B. nXMlNG. from United NatloM 

The future of the world depends to a large extent 
on the aolution found to the problems of the population 
explosion, Secretary-General U Thant has warned. 

He made the statement in a special report lnspir«d 
by a projection of popubtion figures showing that the 
population of the world will double by the end of the 
20th century. 

Tlie report will come before the UN population com- 
mtoafon when tt meets here In March. 

* * * 

The population of the world, now about 3,000.000.000, 
will reach 6,000,000.000 In the year 2000. Thant reported. 

Developed natkMis, which now have a popubtion of 
about 976,000,000 will incrraac in this four-derade period 
to a total of about 1,400,000.000. while the underdeveloped 
nations will Increase much more rapidly, from a present 
level of about 2,000.000.000 to 4,500,000.000. 

In the period from 1960 to the year 2000, the pt^uia- 
tion of cut Aab will Increase 62 per cent, south Asia 
126 per cent, the Soviet Union 48 per cent. North America 
54 per cat, and Oceania 72 per cent. 

The birth rate b about twice as high, on the average, 
In the leas developed as In the more developed regions of 
I the world, Thant reported. The eotimated birth rate of 
40 per 1.000 In 1960 would decrease to 28 per 1.000 by 2000, 
and In the more developed regions from 20 to 18 per 1,000. 

• • * 

The most surprising change In ihe population of the 
world will be lb aging. There will be many more senior 
citlzena everywhere. 

Thant reported that 6A per cent of the world's popub¬ 
tion will be over year* In the year 2000, compared with 
less than 5 per cent now. 

The increoae will be more dramatic for the developed 
nations. Already. per cent of the popubtion of the 
developed natlona b over 65. and thU will rise to 11.4 
per cent by Ihe year 200a In the under develop nations, 
3.3 per cent U ever 65 now. while an estimated 4.9 per 
cent will be over 65 In 2000. 

Europe will contlniis to have the “okleat’' population. 
North America wlU stay about the ramc, falling slightly 
from 9 per cent today to 8J per cent at the end of the 
eatury.

The association also suaested 
government incentives for fed¬ 
eral employees learning a sec¬ 
ond langtiage to "promote and 
foster" the rmwih of bilingual¬ 
ism in Canada.
